Little else was 
talked of on the streets, and lawyers were 
beleaguered with Inquiries as to the legal 
as pects of the matter.

justice apart, the law seems to the every- 
day wayfarer a tolerably straightforward 
and plain proposition. ‘The researches of a 
Times representative yesterday disclosed 
much evidence confirmatory of the view 
that Monday's election was in direct and 
— Violation of the very specific election 
aws 

In the first place, the city charter of Los 
Angeles specifically provides that the mu- 
nicipal elections shall be hela according to 
the laws of the State tn force at the time of 
the -clection. The State law now in force 
or that part of it here applicable is section 
1160 of the Political Code. which reads: 

“Section 11°. The polla must be ope ned at 
six O'clock on the morning of te day of elec- 
tion, and must be kept open until green o'clock 
on the evening of the same day, when the pa!is 
8 closed. 

Some question as to whether this section 
is now in force was raised yesterday, some 
one remarking that no time of going into 
effect is specified in the act. This objection 
was quickly wiped out, however. 8 
$29 of the Political Code says: 

“Every statute, unless a different time is 

prescribed therein, takes effect on the sixtieth 
day after its passage. 

The act amending section 1160 was passed 
March 12th, and therefore has been in effect 
since May Mth—befure the school-bond 
election, 

The points being clear and undisputed, 
that the election must be held according to 
section 1160, Political Code, the next ques- 
tion—and the gistof the whole matter—is, 
whether a violation of that section vitiates 
the election. The statute is there. It 
means something or it means nothing. It 
will be observed that its language is man- 
datory, in the legal sense of the word. 

“The polls must be opened at 6 o'clock” 
a. m., “and must be kept open until 7 
o'clock” p.m. Had shell beste used, instead 
of must, the section would be much less 
“binding.” As to the necessity of follow- 
ing the provisions of the code, the follow- 
ing decision is important:

Surplus Threatens a Panic. 


‘And Urges Prompt Reduction of 
‘Tariffs as the Remedy.

ly exceeds the sum neces- 
sary to meet expenses of the Govern- 
When we consider that the th 
of our institutions guarantees to every ci 
gen the full endowment ef the fruits of his 
industry and enterprise, with only such 
deduction as may be his share toward the 
economical maintenance of the 
Government which protects him, it is 
that the exaction of more than this is Inde- 
justice. ‘This wrong, upon 
ce. wrong, in upon 
Dose who bear the burden of national 
taxation, like other wrongs, multiplies a 
Breed of evil consequences. The public 
érpasury, which should only exist as a con- 
duit, conveying the ple’s tribute to its 
timate objects of expenditure, 
® hoarding place for money needlessly 
Withdrawn from trade and the people’s use; 
thus crippling our national energies, usurp- 
ing our country’s development, preventing 
Investments in productive enterprises, 
threatening financial disturbance and in- 
Uiting schemes of public plunder. This 
Sondition of our Treasury is not al ther 
new, and it has more than once of late 
Deen submitted to the ple’s representa- 
tives in Congress who alone can supply 
a remedy. 
THE FINANCIAL SITUATION SERIOUS. 
And yet the situation still coutinues with 
aggravated incidents, more than ever pre- 
Saging financial convulsion and widespread 
Gisaster. It will not do to neglect this 
pa y imminent and apparen ey 
exist none the less certainty „and the un- 
foreseen and unexpested occasion ma 
come when suddenly they will be precipi- 
tated upon us. Onthe 30th day of June, 
1 the excess of revenue over public ex- 
penditure, after complying with tne annual 
uirement of the Sinking Fund Act, was 
$17,859,735.84. During the year ended June 
$0, 1886, such excess amounted to $49,405,- 
545.20, and during the year ended June 30, 
1887, it reached the sum of 855,567, 849.54. 
The annual contributions to the sinking 
fund during the three years above specified, 
amounting in the ag ate to $128,058,- 
$20.94 (and deducting m the surplus as 
Stated), were made by callingin for that 
purpose the outstanding 3-per cent bonds of 
the Government. During the six months 
or to June * — 45 the surplus revenue 
wh so large by repeated accumu- 
lations that it was feared that the with- 
drawal of this great sum of money, 
needed by the people, would so ak- 
fect the business of ths qountey 
that the sum of $79,864.100 of suc 
surplus was apres to the payment of the 
cipal and interest of the 3-per-cent. 
s still outstanding, and which were 
then payable at the option of the Govern- 
ment. The precarious condition of finan- 
cial affairs among 3 still needing 
relief, immediately r the 30th day of 
June, 1887, the remainder of the 3-per-cent.

“fiscal year. Notwithstanding these opera- 
tions of the ury ment, repre- 
sentations of distress in business circles not 
only continued but incre and absolute 
peril seemed at hand. In these eircum- 
stances the contributton to the sinking 
fund for the current fiscal year was at once 
completed by the expenditure of $27,684,- 
283.56 in the purchase of Government bonds 
not yet due, bearing 4 and 4'¢ per cent. in- 
terest, the premium paid thereon averaging 
about 24 per cent. for the former and 8 per 
eent. for the latter. In addition to this the 
interest account accruing during the cur- 
rent year upon the outstanding bonded in- 
‘debtedness of the Government was to some 
extent anticipated, and banks selected as 
depositories of the public money were per- 
mi to somewhat increase their deposits, 
but the expedients thus employed to release 
to the — 15 the money lying in the Treas- 
ury served to avert only immediate danger. 
THAT DANGEROUS SURPLUS. 

Our surplus revenues have continued to 
accumulate, the excess for the present year 
amounting on the Ist day of December to 
$55,258,871.19, and estimated to reach the 
sum of $111,300,000 on the 3uth of Juno next, 
at which date it is expected that this sum, 
added to prior accumulations, will swell the 
surplus in the Treasury to $140,000,000. 
There seems tobe no assurance that, with 
such a withdrawal from use of the people’s 
circulating mediu our business com- 
munity may not in the near future be sub- 
ected to the same distress which was quite 
ately produced from the same cause, and, 
while fhe functions of our national Treas- 
ury should be few and simple, and while 
its best condition would be reached, I be- 
lieve, by its entire disconnection with the 
business interests, yet when, by a perver- 
sion of its pu it idly holds money 
uselessly sub from the channels of 
trade, there seems to be reason for the claim 
that legitimate means should be devised by 
the Government to restore,in an emergency, 
without waste or extravagance, such money 
to its place among the people. If such an 
_ emergency arises, there now exists no clear 
and undoubted executive power of relief. 
Heretofore the redemption of the 3 per 
cents only, which were payable at the op- 
tion of the Geveluinenk has afforded a 
means for the disbursement of the excess of 
our revenues; but have all 
deen retired, and there are no bonds out- 
standing the payment of which we have 
the right to insist upon. The contribution 
to the sinking fund which furnishes the 
occasio itures in the purchase 
ot bonds has n made for the current 

ear, and so there is no outlet in that di 

tion. In the present state of legisl 
the only pretense of any existing executive 
power to restore, at this time, aay pers of 
our surplus revenues to the people its 
expenditure, consists in the supposition 
that the Secretary of the may en- 
ter them and purchase the bonds of the 
Government. not yet due, at a rate of pre- 
mium to be upon. The only provis- 
. ion of law, from which such a power could 
de derived is found in an appropriation bill 
a number of years ago, and it is sub- 
ect to the supposition that it was intended 
as temporary and limited in its application 
in of conferring a continuing discre- 
tion and authority. 
THE TREASURY MUST NOT TRADE. 

No condition ought to exist which would 
justify tho grant of power to a single offi- 
cial, upon his judgment of necessity, to 
withhold from or release to the business of 
the pie, in an unusual manner, money 
held in the Treasury, and thus affect, at his 
will, the financial situation of the ene +

PROMPT LEGISLATION NECESSARY. 
I have deemed it my duty thus to bring to 
the knowledge of my countrymen, as well 
as to the attention of their representatives, 
the responsibility of legislative relief and 
the gravity of the financial situation. The 
failure of, the Con heretofore to pro- 
vide against the dangers, which it was quite 
evident the very nature of the difficult 
must un y produce, caused a condi- 
tion of financial distress and apprehension 
since their last adjournment which taxed to 
the utmost all the authority and expedients 
within executive control, and these appear 
now to be exhausted. If disaster results 
from the continued inaction of Congress, 
the responsibility must rest where it be- 
longs. Though the situation thus far con- 
sidered is fraught with danger which should 
be fully realized, and though it presents 
features of wrong to the people as well as 
to the country, it is but a result growing out 
of a peony palpable and apparent cause, 
constantly reproducing the same alarming 
circumstances—a congested national treas- 
ury and a depleted 1 condition of 
the business of the country. It needs hardly 
to be stated that, while the present situation 
demands a remedy, we can only be saved 
from a predicament in the future by the re- 
moval of the cause. Our scheme of taxation, 
by means of which a needless surplus is 
taken from the people and put into the pub- 
ic Treasury, consists of a tariff or duty 
levied upon importations from abroad and 
internal revenue taxes levied upon the con- 
sumption of tobacco and spirituous liquors. 
It must be considered that none of these 
things subjected to internal revenue taxa- 
tion are, strictly speaking, necessary, and 
there appears to be no Fast cause for com- 
plaint by the consumers of the articles; and 
there seems to be nothing so well able to 
bear the burden without hardship to an 

rtion of SD But our present tari 
aws, the various inequitable and illegal 
sources of, unnecessary taxation, ought to 
be at once revised and amended. 

EVILS OF TARIFF LAWS. ke 

These laws, as their primary and plain 
effect, raise the price to consumers of all 
articles imported and subjected to duty by 
. the sum paid for such duties.

tax paid by those who purchase for use 
these imported articles.

The duties now placed 
upon foreign s and products are called 
protection to these home manufactures, be- 
cause they render it possible for those of 


‘our people who are manufacturers to make 


these taxed articles and sell them for a 
price equal to that demanded for tke im- 
goods that have paid the customs 
duty. Se it happens that while ay 2 ml 
tively few use the imported articl 
millions of our proms who never use a 
never saw any of the foreign product, pur- 
ehase and use things of the same kind made 
in this country, and pay therefore nearly 
or quite the same enhanced price which the 
duty adds to the imported articles. Those 
who buy imports pay the duty on 
thereon to the public Treasury, but the 
— majoriéy of our citizens who buy 

omestic articles of the same class pay a 
sum at least approximately equal to this 
duty to the home manufacturers. This 
reference to the operation of our tariff laws 
is not made by — Soy instruction, but in 
order that we may be constantly reminded 
of the manner in which they impose a bur- 
den upon these who consume domestic 
products as well as those who consume im- 
ported articles, and thus create a tax upon 
all our people. 

It is not 222 to entirely relieve the 
country of this taxation. It must be ex- 
tensively continued as the source of the 
Government’s income, and ina readjust- 
ment of our tariff the interests of American 
labor engaged in manufacture should be 
carefully considered, as well as the preser- 
vation of our manufacturers. It may be 
called protection, 2 any other name, but 
relief from the hardships and dangers of 
our present tariff laws should be devised 
with especial precaution against imperiling 
the existence of our manufacturing interests. 
But their existence should not wear a con- 
dition, which, without regard to the public 
welfare or a national exigency, must al- 
ways insure the realization of immense 
profits instead of moderately profitable re- 
turns. . As the volume and diversity of our 
national activities, their increase means 
recrnits to those who desire a continuation 
of the advantages which they conceive the 
present system of tariff taxation directly 
affords them. 

OPPONENTS OF REFORM.’ 

So stubbornly have all efforts to reform

Yet when an attempt is made to justify a 
scheme which permits a tax to be laid upon 
every consumer in the land for the benefit 
of our manufacturers, quite beyond a rea- 

le demand for governmental re 
it suits the purposes of K 
speak of iadustries still needing the highest 
and test degree of favor and care that 
can wreng from Federal legislation. It 
is also said that the increase in the price of 
domestic manufactures resulting from the 
— tariff is necessary in order that 
igher wages may be paid to our working- 
men employed in manufactories than are 
paid for what is called pauper labor. To all 
we acknowledge the force of an argument 
which involves the welfare and liberal com- 
nsation of our laboring people. Our labor 
Is honorable in the eyes of every American 
citizen, and lies at the foundation of our de- 
velopment. It is entitled, without affecta- 
tion or hypocrisy, to the utmost regard. 

The standard of our laborers’ life should 
not be marred by that of another country 
less favored, and they are entitled to their 
full share of our advantages. 

TARIFF AND LABOR. 

By the last census it is made to appear 
that of the 17,392,099 of our population en- 
gaged in all kinds of industries 7,607,493 
are employed in agriculture, 4,074,238 in 
professional and personal service, 2,449,876 
of whom are domestic servants and laborers, 
while 1,810,256 are employed in trade and 
transportation, and 3,857,112 are classed as 
employed at manufacturing and mining. 
For present purposes, however, the last 
number given should be considerably re- 
duced. ithout attempting to enumerate 
all, it will be conceded that there should be 
deducted from those which it includes: 
375,144 carpenters and joiners, 285,170 mil- 
liners, dressmakers and seamstresses, 172,- 
126 blacksmiths, 133,756 tailors and tail-

Their com- 
pensation, as it may be affected by the 
operations ot tari® laws, should at all 
times be scrupulously kept in view, and 
yet with slight reflections they will net 
overlook the fact that they are consumers 
with the rest; that they, too, bave their own 
wants and those of their families to sup- 
ply fro their earnings, and that the prices 
of the necessaries of life, as well as the 
amount of those wants, will regulate the 
measure of their welfare and comfort. But 
the reduction of taxation deman ſed should 
be so measu as not to necessitate or 
8 either tne loss of employment by 

o workingman or the lessening of his 
wages, and the profits still remaining to the 
manufacturer after a necessary readjust- 
ment should furnish no excuse for the 
sacrifice of the interests of his employés 
either in their opportunity to work er the 
diminution of their compensation. Nor 
can the worker in manufactures under- 
stand that while a high tariff is claimed 
to be necessary to allow payment of re- 
munerative wages, it certain! results in a 
very large increase in the price of nearly 


¢ | all sorts of manufactures, which in almost 


countless forms he needs for the use of 
himself and his family. He receives at the 
desk of his employer his wages, and per- 
haps before he reaches his home is obliged, 
in a purchase for family use of an article 
which-embraces his own labor, to return, 
in the payment of the n 
which the ff permits, the -earned 
compensation of many days of toil. 
EFFECT ON THE FARMER. 

The farmer and the agriculturist who 
manufactures nothing, but who pays the in- 
creased price which the tariff im- 
poses upon every agricyjtural imple- 
ment, upon all he wears and 1 — all 
he uses and owns except the increase 
of his flocks and fherds and such 
— * as his husbandry produces from the 
soll, is invited to ald in maintaining the 
present situation. Mind, he is told that a 
high duty on imported wool is neces for 
the benefit of those who have sheep to shear 
in order that the price of their wool may be 
increased. They, of course, are not re- 
minded that the farmer, who has no sheep 
is by this scheme obliged in his purchase of 
clothing and woolen goods, to pay a tribute 
to his fellow farmers as well as to the man- 
ufacturer and merchant, nor is any mention 
made of the fact that the sheep-owners 
themselves and their households must wear 
clothing and use other articles manufac- 
tured from the wool they sell at tariff 
rices, and thus the consumers must re- 
urn their share of this increased price to 
the tradesman. I think it may be fairly as- 
sumed that a large proportion of the sheep 
owned by the farmers throughout the coun- 
try are found in small flocks numbering from 
25 to50. The duty ou the gradeof im- 
ported wool which these sheep yield is 10. 
cents each pound of the value of 30 cents 
or less,and 12 cents if the value is more 
than 30 cents. If the liberal estimate of six 

unds be allowed for each fleece the duty 

duty thereon would be 60 or 72 cents, 

and this may be taken as the utmost en- 
hancement of its price te the farmer by 
reason of this duty. Eighteen dollars 
would thus represent the increased price of 
the wool from 25 sheep, and #6 that from 
the wool of 50 sheep, and at present values 
this addition would amount to about one- 
third of i ce. If on its sale 
the farmer receives this or a less 
tariff — the wool leaves his 
hands e ed with precisely that sum, 
which in all its changes will adhere to it 
until it reaches the consumer. When man- 
ufactured into clotn and other goods and 
material for use its cost is not only in- 
creased to the extent of the farmer’s tariff 
rofit, but a further sum has been added 
or the benefit of the manufacturer under 
the operation of other tariff laws. In the 
meantime the day arrives when the farmer 
finds it necessary to purchase woolen goods 
and material to clothe himself and family 
for the winter. When he faces the trades- 
— for that pu , he discovers that he 


liged not only to return in the way of 
ne prices his tariff profit on the wool 
he sold, and which then perhaps lies before 
him in manufactured form, but he must add 
a considerable sum thereto to meet a fur- 
ther increase in cost caused by a tariff duty 
on the manufacture. Thus in the end he 
is aroused to the fact that he has paid upon 
a moderate purchase, a3 a result of the 
tariff scheme which, when he sold his wool, 
seemed so profitable, an increase in ce 
more than sufficient to sweep away all the 
tariff profit he received upon the wool he 
roduced and sold. When the number of 
armers engaged in wool-raising is com- 
pared with all the farmers in the country 
and the small proportion they bear to our 
population is considered, then it is made ap- 
parent that, in the case of a large part of 
those who own sheep, the benefit of the 
present tariff on wool is illusory; and above 
all, when it must be conceded that the in- 
crease of the cost of living caused by such 
tariff. es a burden upon those with 
moderate means, and the poor, the em- 
— and unemployed, the sick and well, 
and the young and oll, and that it consti- 
tutes a tax which with relentless grasp is 
fastened upon the clothing of every man, 
woman and child in the land, reasons are 
suggested why the removal or reduction of 
this duty should be included in a revision 
of our tariff laws. 
EFFECT ON COMPETITION. 

In speaking of the increased cost to the 
consumer of our home manufactures, re- 
sulting from a duty laid upon imported 
articles of the same description, the fact is 
not overlooked that competition among our 
domestic producers sometimes has the 
effect of keeping the price of our products 
below the highest limit allowed by such 
duty. But it is notorious that this competi+ 
tion is too often strangled by combinations 
quite 4 * at this time and frequently 
Called trusts, which have for their object 
the regulation of the supply and price of 
commodities made and sold by members of 
the combination. The ple can hardly 
hope for any consideration in the operafion 
of these selfish schemes. If, however, in the 
absence of such acombination a healthy and 
free competition reduces the price of any 
particular dutiable article of home produc- 
tion below the limit which it might other- 
wise reach under our tariff laws, and if, 
with such reduced price its manufacture 
continues to thrive, it is entirely evident 
that one thing has been discovered which 
should be carefully scrutinized in an effort 
to reduce taxation: The necessity of com- 
bination to maintain the price of any com- 
modity to the tariff poet furnishes proof 
that some one is willing to accept lower 
prices for such commodity and that such 
prices are remunerative, and the latter 
prices produced dy competition prove the 
same thing. Thus, where either of these 
conditions exists a case would seem to be 
presented for an easy reduction ef taxation, 

BEARING ON THE SURPLUS. 

The considerations which have been pre- 
sented touching our tariff laws are intended 
only to enforce an earnest recommendation 
that the surplus revenues of the Govern- 
ment be prevented by the reduction of our 
customs duties, and at the same time to 
emphasize the suggestion that in accom- 
plishing this purpose we may discharge a 
double duty to our poopie by granting to 
them a measure of relief from tariff taxa- 
tion in quarters where it 1s most needed, 
and from sources where it can be most 


— A ~aecorded: ean the 
presentation e of such consideration be 


These interests constitute a leading and 
most substantial element of our national 
greatness and furnish the proof of our 
country’s progress, that if in the emergency 
that presses upon us, our manufacturers are 
asked to surrender something for the pub- 
lie good and to avert disaster, their patriot- 
ism, as well as a grateful recognition of the 
advantages already afforded, should lead 
them to be willing to a. No de- 
mand is made that they shall forego all the 
benefits of governmental regard, but they 
cannot wait to be admonished of their duty, 
as well as their lightened self-interest 
and safety, when ty are reminded of the 
fact that financial panic and collapse, to 
which the present condition tends, affords 
no greater shelter or protection to our mau- 
ufactures than to our other important en- 
terprises. An opportunity for safe, careful 
and deliberate reform is now offered, and 
none of us should be unmindful of a time

THE DIFFICULTIES. 

The difficulty attending a wise and fair 
revision of our tariff laws is not under- 
estimated. It will require on the part of 
Congress great labor and care. especial! 
abroad, aud a national contemplation of the 
subject. anda patriotic d of such 
local and selfish claims as are apreasonable 
and reckless of the welfare of the entire 
eountry. Under our present laws more than 
4000 articles are subject to duty. Many of 
these do not in any way compete with our 
own manufactures, and many are hard! 
worth attention as subjects of revenue, an 
a considerable reduction can be made in the 
aggregate by adding them to the free list. 
‘The taxation of luxuries nts no feat- 
ures of hardship, but the necessaries of life, 
used and consumed by all the people, the 
duty upon which adds to the cost of living 
in every home, should be greatly cheap- 
ened. radical reduction of the duties 
imposed upon raw material in manu- 
factures, or its free 
of course, an 


pri 
es. It would not only 
relieve them from the increased cost caused 
by the tariff on such material, bug the manu- 
factured product bei cheapened, that 
rt of the tariff now laid upon such pro- 

uct as a compensation to our manufactur- 
ers for the present price of raw material, 
could be accordingly modified. Such re- 
duction or freé importation would serve 
beside to largely reduce the revenue. It is 
not ap nt how suchachange can have 
any isjurious effects upon our manufactur- 
ors. On the contrary, it would appear to 

ive them a better chance In foreign mar- 

ets with the manufacturers of other coun- 
tries who cheapen their wares by free 
material. Thus, our ple might have the 
opportunity of extending their sales beyond 
the limits of home consumption, saving 
from the depression of interruption in 
business and the loss caused by a glutted 
domestic market, and affording their em- 
ployés more certain and steady labor with 
its resulting quiet and content. The ques- 
tion thus imperatively presented for solu- 
tion should be approached in a spirit higher 
than partisanship, and considered in the 
light of that regard for patriotic duty which 
should characterize the action of those en- 
trusted with the weal of a confiding people, 
not according to the obligation to declared 
party policy and principle. 

DELAYS IN THE PAST. 
Not wanting to urge prompt and effective 
action, both of the great political parties 
now represented in the Government have 
by repeated and unauthoritative declara- 
tions condemned the condition of our laws 
which permit the collection from the people 
of unnecessary revenue, and have, in the 
most solemn manner promised us correc- 
tion; and neither as citizens or partisans 
are our countrymen in a mood to condone 
the deliberate violation of these pledges. 
Our progress toward a wise conclusion will 
not be — — by dwelling on the topic 
of protection and free trade. This savors 
too much of bandying epithets. Itis a con- 
dition which confronts, not a theory. Re- 
lief from this condition may involve a slight 
reduction of the advantages which we 
award our home productions, but the entire 
withdrawal of such advantages should 
not be contemplated. The question of 
free trade is absolutely irrele- 
vant, and the persistent claim 
made in certain quarters that all efforts to 
relieve the people from unjust and unneces- 
sary taxation are schemes of so-called free- 
traders, is mischievous and far removed 
from any consideration for the public good. 
The simple and plain duty which we owe 
the people is to reduce taxation to the 
necessary expenses of an economical opera- 
tion of the Government, and to restore to 
the business of the country the money 
which we hold in the Treasury through the 
perversion of powers. These 
— can and should be done with safety 
to all our industries, without danger to the 
opportunity for remunerative labor which 
our workingmen need, and with benefit to 
them and all our — — by cheapening 
their means of subsistence, and increasing 
the measure of their comforts. 
THE ONE TOPIC OF THE DAY. 

The Constitution provides that the Presi- 
dent shall from time to time give Congress 
information of the state of the Union. It 
has been the custom of the executive, in 
compliance with this provision, to annually } 
exhibit to Congress, at the opening of the 
session, the general condition of the 
country and to detail with some particulars 
the operations of the different executive 
departments. It would be _ especially 
agreeable: to follow this course at the 
present time, and to call attention to the 
valuable accomplishments of these 1 
ments during the last fiscal year, but I am 
so much impressed with the importance 
of the subject to which this communication 
has thus far been devoted, that I shall 
forego the addition of any other topic, and 
only urge upon your immediate considera- 
tion the state of the Union as shown in the 
present condition of our ‘Treasury, 
aud our general fiscal situation upon 
which every element of our pros 
perity depends. The reports of the 
heads of departments, which will be 
submitted, contain full and explicit in- 
tormation touching the transaction of the 
business intrusted to them and such 
recommendations relating to legislation in 
the 2 interest as they deem advisable. 
Lask for these reports and recommenda- 
tions the deliberate examination and action 
of the legislative branch of the Govern- 
ment. There are other subjects not em- 
braced in the departmental reports demand- 
ing legislative consideration, and which 1 
should be glad to submit. Some of them, 
however, have been earnestly presented in 
previous measures, andas to them I beg 
leave to repeat prior recommendations. As 
the law makes no provision for a report from 
the Department of State, a brief histery of 
the transactions of that important depart- 
ment, together with other matters which it 
may hereafter be deemed essential to com- 


mend to the attention of the Congress, may 
furnish the occasion for a future com-

I 
have had the agent of the committee order 
me at 10 o’clock in the forenoon to dis- 
charge, within two hours, three faithful 
men, whose services I needed, and when 1 
refused, the help were ordered out and the 
factory closed. I have had the shop closed 
for a month in the busiest season of the 
ear because another manufacturer, who 
andled some of my goods, had discharged 
a workman who belonged to the order rep- 
resented by this committee,”

ures in many cases, will inevitably 
produce a recoil and damage the boom- 
erang-throwers themselves. 


An Astonished English Preacher. 


Rev. Dr. Parker, the learned English 
divine who discoursed in the Plymouth 
pulpit, and whom it was supposed for 
a time might be ultimately called to 
fill it permanently, has evinced a 
greater capacity for being astonished 
at American greatness than is evi- 
denced by Englishmen generally.

As we predicted, the outcome of 
Monday’s municipal election — the 
question of its legality—has proven 
the sensation of the hour. It is the 
talk of the town. 

There are, of course, varying and 
various opinions on the subject. Some 
competent lawyers hold, without hav- 
ing as vet given the question careful 
attention, that the result of the elec- 
tion cannot, or should not, be held in- 
valid because of the admitted serious 
irregularity by which the polling was 
marked, for the reason that the elec- 
tion was clearly held in good faith on 
all sides, and the element of fraud did 
not enter into it to any known or ap- 
preciable extent. The irregularity 
was, in short, the result of ignorace, 
not of intent. It is urged, with some 
reason, that in contested elections the 
courts have frequently or generally 
held that an irregularity does not in- 
validate the result when no material 
right of any candidate or elector bas 
been violated; that unless it can be 
shown that the keeping of the polls 
open the greater number of hdurs pro- 
vided by the statute would have re- 
sulted in the election of other persons 
than those who appear to have been 
successful on the face of the returns, 
then nobody has been deprived of a 
material right, and the election is good 
and should stand. 

On the other hand, the more the law 
and the decisions under it are looked 
into, the stronger appears to be the 
position that the election in question 
was invalid—so irregular as to make 
it null and void. 

But the Council, being by law the 
judge of the election and qualifications 
of its own members, the decision is in 
the hands of that body. It cannot, 
however, override the law; whatever 
action it may take on this disputed 
question must, in order to stand, be 
gustained by reason, law aud common 
sense; by something beyond the mere 
ipse dixit of its members, who, no 
doubt, will recoil frem the responsi- 
bility of deciding so serious a question 
outside the pale of law and precedent. 
It is an important and a very inter- 
esting question. We print numerous 
interviews with citizens on the subject, 
which furnish entertaining reading. 

A more serious matter is the prob- 
able invalidity of the bond election, 
which was held under the same law 
that was violated on Monday. 

The citations and quotations appear- 
ing in other columns show the extent 
of the irregularity and the apparently 
fatal consequences following it. The 
proceedings appear to have been irreg- 
ular all along the line. 

The opinion of City Attorney Daly is 
emphatic that the election was illegal 
and the result null and void. 

A remedy may bé found in the resig- 
nation of the Councilmen whose terms 
are about to expire, when a special 
election could be legally called to fill 
their vacancies. But, as the case 
stands, these members have the un- 
doubted legal right to retain their 
offices until their successors shall be 
elected and qualified.”’ : 

We do not hold to the position that 
any officer is justified in holding on 
against the will of the people, through 
a mere technicality; but we do main- 
tain that every officer should be legally 
relieved of his duties before abandon- 
ing their performance. A sentinel 
caznot leave his post until the relief 
guard” has come upon duty and taken 
his place.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The annual report of the 
Secretary of War shows the expenditures 
of the department during the fiscal year to 
have been $41,386,165. The estimates for 
the next fiscal year aggregate $53,338,710, 
against an appropriation for the current 
year of $31,055,302, The increase is caused 
by the incorporation of the estimates of 
$22,339,151, including river and harbor im- 
provements. In the expenditure on this 
account for the current year the amount 
was only $1,305,409. The Secretary says 
that the estimates for the military estab- 
lishment are based on the actual require- 
ments of the service. During recent years 
the appropriation for the transportation of 
the army has been inadequate to meet the 
cost thereof and the failure to appropriate 
funds for that service has caused much em- 
barrassment.

GARLAND's REPORT. 


Immense Amount of Property In- 
volved in Government Suits. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—[By the Asso- 
clated Press.] Atty.-Gen. Garland’s report 
for the fiscal year shows that the ordinary 
suits now pending in the Court of Claims 
number 1110, involving the sum of over 
$15,000,000. The number of cases filed 
under the Bowman Act is 1819, involving 
about 850,000, 000. The French spoliation 
petitions number 5560, representing 2486 
vessels, and about $30,000,000. Seventeen 
hundred and seventy-seven civil suits were 
terminated, 922 with judgments for the de- 
fendants, 703 were dismissed, 26 were ap- 
pealed tu the Circuit Court, and 24 to the 
Supreme Court. During the year there 
were 14,000 criminal prosecutions, mostiy 
for violations ef customs and internal reve- 
nue laws.

A Pretty Table.

Have two round covers fitted upon a 
straight stick; one cover forms the 
base, the other the top of the table. 
Cover the upper board with plush, 
cambric, silk or crash, the lower with 
heavy drilling. Take one yard of ma- 
terial long enough to reach from table 
top to floor. Allow an extra quarter 
ofa yard. Gather the top and hottom 
of this piece. Attach to table, top and 
base, with fancy tacks; draw the full- 
ness closely in at the exact center of 
the upright support, fastening with 
ribbon or fancy cord. and you have a 
table at trifling cost.
